Partly Responsible for 
Spreod in Beef Prices 
Airman Third Class John 
E. 
Norton, son of Rev. and Mrs. Joe 
Norton of Hamlin, is stationed at 
Lackland 
Air Force 
Base near 
San Antonio. 
He has entered the 
training for cadets, which will be 
a three-month course. 
Young Norton recently has been 
awarded the sharpshooter's medal. 
Using the M-l carbine, he made a 
score of 161 hits out of a possible 
200. 
A score of 129 is required 
to qualify for this medal. 
His flight was chosen while in 
bivouac to be followed with cam 
eras for use in movie and TV.

Both the housewife and farmer 
are concerned over the wide gap 
between the farm and over-the- 
counter prices of beef. 
That's the S64 question these 
days, and a Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service meat specialist 
blames it on a sharp drop in the 
use of 
animal by-products and 
higher costs of delivering the final 
products to consumers. 
Actually, says Roy W . Snyder, 
the price of beef is "down,” but 
perhaps not as much as we think 
it should he. 
He explains that prices for in­ 
edible products 
from the meat 
packing industr> 
hides, fats and 
bone - have slipped in recent years 
from $28 to the present $1.2 or 
$13 per 1,000 pounds of live beef 
animal. 
These by-product profits 
formerly paid the major part of 
dressing and processing costs. 
When a pound of beef crosses 
the counter, other costs are added 
to the 
final 
product, 
he 
says. 
There’s labor, paper, string, rent, 
plant maintenance and the neces­ 
sary utilities and equipment. Such 
costs are higher than ever before. 
Also, he says, the highest price 
lag is attached to meat cuts in 
greatest demand. 
The economy 
minded housewife buys the cuts 
other people do not want. 
At 
present, such cuts come from the 
forequarter. 
However, 
Snyder 
concludes, 
forequarter cuts usually require 
careful and .skillful preparation in 
the kitchen.

Bu t, cond itions in 1954 
will be d ifferent. 
They mu st cre­ 
ate sales. 
Fu nd amentally , prosperity and 
good times d epend u pon emplov 
ment which su pplies the money to 
bu y . 
Bu t m anu factu rers cannot 
fu rnish employ ment withou t or­ 
d ers for their good s. 
The ord ers 
d epend u pon the men and women 
at the cou nters of the stores. 
Prosperity or d epression starts 
with the salesmen and sales clerk s. 
I am a great believ er in honest 
ad v ertising. 
A m erchant’s su c­ 
cess is v ery d epend ent u pon his 
ad v ertising. Ad v ertising bears the 
same relation to profits for the 
merchant as fertilizer d oes for the 
farmer. 
Still, the farm er cannot 
epend solely u pon his seed and 
fertilizer. 
He 
mu st 
cu ltiv ate, 
spray and gather his crops. 
The same is tru e of ad v ertising. 
Althou gh ad v ertising is absolu te­ 
ly necessary and mu ch more of i( 
shou l be u sed in 19 54, y et m er­ 
chants cannot ex pect it to tak e 
the place of hard work .

My father k ept a d ry good s, 
nov elty and sort of "v ariety store’ 
in Glou cester. Massachu setts. 
I 
work ed in this store on Satu r­ 
d ay s and d u ring winter v acations. 
My father was v ery su ccessfu l 
with 
this 
store, 
starting 
with 
nothing and becoming the lead ing 
merchant of Glou cester and v i­ 
cinity . 


He u sed to say to me: “Roger, 
when y ou grow u p, either become 
a m erchant or inv est y ou r money 
in good merchand ising organiza­ 
tions, rather than in railroad s or 
ind u strial 
promotions. 
A 
m er­ 
chant with a fair tu rn-ov er has 
nothing to fear and can alway s 
mak e money ." 
Bu t, my father 
was a good work er, at the store 
from 7 :00 a. in. to 6:00 p. m., six 
d ay s a week . 
My father was a d eacon in the 
local chu rch. He had a large Su n­ 
d ay School class. 
He was v ery 
mu ch interested in k nowing and 
helping people. 
There were no 
su ch things as card files in those 
d ay s; bu t he k ept a book listing 
the child ren of each cu stomer and , 
especially , listing cases of sick ­ 
ness. 
Then, there were no train­ 
ed nu rses. 
Neighbors wou ld v ol­ 
u nteer to "w atch” at night with 
he sick , accepting, of cou rse, no 
pay . Ev ery week my father wou ld 
>e aw'ay some night watching by 
the bed sid e of the hu sband of 
some hu mble cu stomer. 
Father trained his clerk s to get 
tru ly acq u ainted with ev ery one 
who entered his store. 
He wou ld 
onstantly check on the clerk s— 
not by ask ing "Did y ou mak e a 
ale?” bu t by ask ing: ‘ How many 
hild ren has that woman? Is there 
llness in the fam ily ?” 
He not 
nly was the city ’s most su ccess­ 
fu l merchant, bu t at his fu neral 
the chu rch cou ld not hold the 
people who lov ed him and who 
lov ed all who ev er work ed for 
him. 
He d id n’t hav e a priv ate 
office u p a flight of stairs in the 
hack of the store. 
His d esk was 
by the d oor so he cou ld say "Good 
morning” to all as they came in, 
and "Good lu ck ” as they left. 
Sales are mad e throu gh feelings 
rather than throu gh figu res. 
I forecast that if all the Cham ­ 
bers of Commerce wou ld operatc- 
properly led night schools for their 
local sales clerk s, national pu r­ 
chasing wou ld so increase that 
there need be no u nemploy ment, 
the fed eral bu d get cou ld be bal­ 
anced , and tax es cou ld be red u ced .

not 
need 
more 
money , bu t it need s more confi­ 
d ence and friend liness so that the 
money we hav e will circu late more 
freely and more often.

Year, But State Record Is Imp roving 


Eig ht peo ple lo st their liv es in 
hig hway traffic deaths in 1 95 3 , 
a tabulatio n fo r the y ear rev ealed 
this week? 
The 1 95 3 hig hway traffic death 
bo o k 
fo r 
Tex as 
was 
o fficially 
clo sed 
last w'eek, acco rding to 
Ho mer Garriso n Jr., directo r o f 
the Tex as Department o f Public 
Safety . 
Final fig ures fo r last y ear dis­ 
clo se that 2 ,3 68 perso ns lo st their 
liv es in mo to r v ehicle traffic acci­ 
dents during the perio d. 
This is 
a 5 .2 per cent decrease o v er 1 95 2. 
when 1 3 0 mo re perso ns died than 
during 1 95 3 . 
Garriso n said that this reduc­ 
tio n g iv es the state a 6 .4 death 
rate—the lo west in the histo ry o f 
accident analy sis in Tex as. 
The 
death rate is fig ured o n the basis 
o f the number o f fatalities per 
each 
1 00,000,000 
mo to r 
v ehicle 
miles trav eled. 
“ We are g ratified by the 1 953 
reco rd and the co ntinuing decline 
in the death rate,” Garriso n said. 
He po inted o ut that less peo ple 
were traffic fatalities last y ear in 
spite o f the fact that mo to rists 
racked 
up 
nearly 
1 ,5 00,000,000 
mo re miles o f trav el than during 
the preceding 1 2 mo nths. 
To tal number o f injuries dro p­ 
ped also —to 1 1 0,097 —which w*as 
2 ,8 7 1 belo w the number fo r 1 95 2 . 
The eco no mic lo ss declined by 
mo re than $5 ,000,000—to a to tal 
o f $1 4 8 ,95 8 ,000 fo r the y ear. 


Ev en the to tal number o f acci­ 
dents decreased, to o . 
The final 
fig ures 
sho w’ed 
2 3 3 .1 7 6 
traffic 
mishaps—so me 5 ,000 less than fo r 
1 95 2 . 
December ag ain pro v ed to be 
the mo st deadly mo nth o f the y ear 
acco rding to the DPS statistical 
repo rt, acco unting fo r 2 5 8 o f the 
traffic fatalities. Aug ust was nex t 
with 23 3 . 
The 2 .3 68 traffic fatalities fo r 
1 95 3 was the lo w’est fo r any y ear 


since 1 94 9. 
The traffic to ll that 
y ear was 1 ,95 7 , but the death rate 
was 7 .3 . 
Garriso n said that he attributed 
the reductio n in accidents and fa­ 
talities last y ear to a co mbinatio n 
o f facto rs. 
“ Amo ng them,” he 
said, “ is an apparently increasing 
awareness o n the part o f the pub­ 
lic to the traffic menace, induced 
by a mo re activ e educatio nal pro ­ 
g ram o n the part o f safety and 
civ ic g o ups; 
a hig her perfo rm­ 
ance o n the part o f law4 enfo rce­ 
ment; and a mo re w'ell ro unded 
safety pro g ram made po ssible by 
the enactment o f mo to r v ehicle 
inspectio n and safety respo nsibil­ 
ity leg islatio n.”
